The Notice of Allowability dated August 16, 2006 requires that corrected drawings be 
submitted. However there are NO drawings in this case. A page of two figures was provided 
to the Examiner in December of 2002. However, these figures were presented to illustrate that 
the Applicants' claims were in compliance with the restriction requirement for the Examiner's 
convenience by providing chemical structures.
